In accordance with the arrangements of the Chair- 
man, the Merrimack County delegation, together with 
the County Commissioners and invited guests, visited 
the County farm, arriving on the train leaving Concord 
ate LOptonaanns 

Teams were provided at the station to convey the 
members to the County. buildings. On arrival, the 
members made an inspection of the main building, the 
house of correction, heating plant and barns. 

All the buildings were found to be in first-class con- 
dition and called forth a great deal of praise from all. 
After the inspection, the members assembled in the din- 
ing rooms where they were served with a bountiful din- 
ner which was greatly appreciated.

While this is the lowest appropriation for nearly 
twenty years, we feel that it will be sufficient to meet 
all the ordinary County expenses for each of the years 
1914 and 1915, considering the favorable financial con- 
dition of the county at the present time and the fact 
that all the buildings owned by the county are in ex- 
cellent repair ‘and condition. 

We would respectfully suggest for your consideration 
that the sum of $76,000 be raised by taxation and that 
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the remaining $2000 be taken from any surplus funds 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

The following*figures taken from the annual report, 
now in the hands of the printer, show a most satisfac- 
tory financial condition of affairs.

Mr. McQuilken, in behalf of the Commissioners, ex- 
plained the intentions of the bill. Mr. Clifford of Frank- 
lin and several others, spoke in favor of the bill. On 
motion of Mr. Clifford of Franklin, seconded by Mr. 
Waldron of Concord, it was voted to report that the bill 
ought: icupass.. . :

In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Permeand Touse of Correction, Clerk of the Superior 
Wout oheritt, Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chap- 
lain and Auditors for the year ending December 31, 
1913. 


County FARM. 


The County Farm at North Boscawen continues un- 
der the same management as at our last report. Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred G. Evans, remaining in charge as Superin- 
tendent and Matron and to them much credit is due for 
the satisfactory condition of affairs existing here. 

Considerable work has been done at the farm in the 
way of repairs and permanent improvements during the 
year. Most of this work has been done by those under 
sentence to the House of Correction and has been but 
little actual expense to the County. The work of in- 
stalling a new water service main which was authorized 
by the legislature of 1911, has been begun and it is ex- 
pected will be completed the coming season. The build- 
ings are in good repair and the farm is in a high state 
of cultivation. 

The report of the Superintendent on another page, will 
show the number of paupers cared for during the year, 
amount of crops raised and other statistics in detail.

All bills against the county which were presented for 
payment at the close of the year have been paid. There 
are no outstanding notes against the county. The debt 
of the county consists of the balance of the bonds issued 
in 1897, amounting to $18,000, six thousand maturing 
in each of the next three years. With a net cash surplus 
over all indebtedness of over $32,000 as compared with 
a net debt of over $80,000 nine years ago and with the 
lowest county tax for 1914, for nearly twenty years, 
we trust the financial conditions of Merrimack County 
will be satisfactory to its citizens and taxpayers. In 
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submitting this report, we desire to express our thanks 
and appreciation to all officers, societies and individuals, 
who have rendered valuable assistance during the year 
just closed.

officers for the last quarter.

To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with Chapter 17, section 
8 of the Public Statutes, I herewith hand you my first 
annual report as Solicitor for Merrimack County. This 
report covers the activities of my office from April 1, 
1913, to December 31, 1913 inclusive, the inieeamanme 
which I have been Solicitor. During that part of the 
year prior to April Ist. the duties of the Solicitor were 
performed by my predecessor in office, and I am happy 
to say that he left the State docket in a most satisfac- 
tory condition. :

One respondent who was allowed to go on his own 
recognizance by the Concord Police Court, violated his 
agreement and has not since been apprehended.

- One respondent indicted by the grand jury is still in 
State Prison serving a sentence on another charge. 
Three cases were continued upon sufficient grounds to 
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the April, 1914, Term, and there were two appeals from 
the Police Court for the District of Concord which have 
been disposed of. 

_There have been a substantial number of. prosecutions 
for minor offences in the various district police courts 
in the county. This has necessitated the appearance of 
the solicitor in those courts in widely separated parts of 
the county. While the inauguaration of the district 
police court system has in this way added to the duties 
of the solicitor in misdemeanor cases, yet, on account 
of the enlarged jurisdiction of these courts, many more 
cases now than formerly can be disposed of without 
resort to the grand jury and the superior court, and I 
am of the opinion that this is a desirable end to attain. 


CHANGES. 


I have in conjunction with the Clerk of the Superior 
Court inaugurated a change in the method of paying 
witnesses. for the State who appear and testify before 
the grand jury. Heretofore it has been the custom for 
the solicitor to make up the pay rolls, which, after ap- 
proval by the court, were sent to the Mechanick’s Nat- 
ional Bank in Concord. Witnesses were obliged to go 
to the bank and sign the pay rolls in person, in order 
to obtain their witness fees. In many instances wit- 
nesses come from towns on the borders of the county 
and are obliged to travel considerable distances in or- 
der to give their testimony in Concord. Under the sys- 
tem heretofore in force they would be obliged to again . 
make the journey in order to receive their witness fees. 
This would necessitate a loss of time and money. The 
expenses of the second trip added to those of the trip to 
testify would amount to more than the fee received. As 
a result of this condition and the further fact that a 
great many of the witnesses did not know where to go 
to get their fees, they often did not receive them. ~ 
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It is important that witnesses summoned to testify for 
the State in State cases before the grand and petit juries 
should feel assured that they will receive their legal 
compensation. For this reason the pay roll is now 
made up by the solicitor, approved by the Court and 
filed with the Clerk. The pay roll contains the names 
and addresses of all the witnesses in the case. The 
Clerk then draws a check to the order of each witness 
for the amount approved opposite his name and sends it 
to him. In this way all the witnesses receive their fees 
promptly and the system has worked very satisfactorily 
since it has been in use. 

In accordance with what appears to. be the modern 
trend in criminal jurisprudence, and acting in the belief 
that no innocent person should be indicted by the grand 
jury, I have consistently offered to counsel for persons 
under arrest accused of crime, an opportunity to have 
the testimony of any witness who would testify to the 
innocence of the accused, presented to the grand jury 
at the expense of the county. I am of the opinion that 
this innovation has been of great practical value. Large- 
ly as a result of this attitude on the part of the Solicitor, 
I am happy to say there has been not a single jury trial 
in a criminal case in this county during the year. The 
cases have all been disposed of as justice seemed to re- 
quire upon the pleas of the respondents to the indict- 
ments. It will readily be seen that this has resulted 
in a very considerable saving in money to the county, 
in view of the fact that there have been, for this reason, 
no petit jury pay rolls for the county to pay. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I am of the opinion that the present system of penal 
institutions should be supplemented by the erection of 
a suitable work house. Whether this should be done 
by the counties, each for itself, or whether there should 
be a central work house erected and maintained by the 
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state, is a detail that will require careful consideration 
and working out. The need of an institution conducted 
along these lines is imperative. In a great many cases 
it is of absolutely no value to commit persons guilty of 
minor offences to jail where they are obliged to remain 
in idleness at the expense of the county. On the other 
hand it is not desirable to commit certain classes of of- 
fenders to the House of Correction where they are nec- 
essarily in close proximity to the respectable, dependent 
poor of the county. There should be some institution 
where such offenders may be incarcerated, suitably 
guarded and required to perform useful work. 

This is particularly so in cases of the arrest and con- 
viction of men for refusing to support their families. 
These cases as a class at the present time cannot be 
handled by the authorities with any degree of success. 
The present system is hopelessly antiquated and inade- 
quate, and in the presence of some of these cases results 
in a complete break down. It does not help a wife and 
children to arrest a man and send him to jail or to the 
House of Correction for refusing to support his family | 
when in neither of those places is he able to earn any 
money which he can contribute to the support of his 
family. 

Upon his commitment the family becomes a public 
charce,.;) Chere should. be vsomes institution where 
such offenders can be confined and made to work under 
a system whereby the proceeds of their enforced labor 
may be applied to the support of their dependent and 
destitute families. | 

There is urgent need of a permanent mobile police 
organization for use in the territory lying outside of the 
cities and larger towns. In the small towns and in 
sparsely settled communities, the police officials are un- 
able to put in their whole time attending to their of- 
ficial duties, and in most cases, of course, it is not nec- 
essary. It is necessary, however, for the successful 
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prevention and suppression of crime that the prosecuting 
officials of the county have at their disposal, a perma- 
nent, well trained force, which need not be large, but 
which should be equipped to cover the ground rapidly 
and: at all times be ready for service. 

In the smaller communities in all of the counties, local 
conditions sometimes embarrass the police officials to 
such an extent that efficient service cannot be rendered. 
In some of these places it has been necessary to place 
detectives to do work that ought to be attended to by 
the local officers. Under the present system, this is 
inevitable but it ought not to be allowed to exist and 
the county ought not to be put to the expense of hiring 
special private officers to render services that should be 
performed by local officials. 

I believe the police force I am speaking of ought to 
be created and maintained by the state and not by the 
counties. In other words it ought to be a state. police 
force. This recommendation might perhaps more prop- 
erly be made in another quarter but I wish to call at- 
tention to this matter in my official report at a time 
when the necessities of a prosecuting officer, as demon- 
strated to me by the activities of my office, are fresh in 
my mind. I shall take pleasure in doing what I can 
to bring about this needed reform and I earnestly be- 
speak your cooperation to this end,
